Hiijtway traffic accidents arc 
keeping grave diggers busy with 
more than 350 deaths recorded on 
Missouri highways and streets this 
year. 
“It doesn't seem possible that 
a group of people supposedly civil­ 
ized would continue month after 
month paying for their driving fol­ 
ly with the slaughter of human 
beings in the way that motorists 
are doing.” said Col. Hugh H. 
Waggoner, superintendent of the 
Missouri Highway Patrol, in voic­ 
ing his apprehension because of 
the continuing and increasing high­ 
way toll. 
“ We can point the finger of guilt 
to speed and alcohol as the great­ 
est contributors to this mass kill­ 
ing.” he said. “The disgraceful 
litter of our highway roadsides 
with empty alcoholic beverage con­ 
tainers stands as mute evidence 
to the apathy of motorists for their 
responsibilities as drivers. The de­ 
molished cars and mangled bodies 
complete the mute testimony con­ 
demning the motorist,” the Colonel 
said. 
Capt. John A. Berglund said that 
the Patrol’s Safety Bureau statis­ 
tics showed that 37 per cent of 
the traffic accidents were one car 
accidents and most of the car 
accidents occurred from running 
oP the roadway. 1'his type of ac 
cident strongly indicates excessive 
speed and inattention on the part 
of the driver and inattention many 
times is caused through drinking. 
The Captain pointed out that 
many two car accidents occurred 
after one of the cars ran off the 
roadway and swerved back into 
the left lane where it collided with 
an oncoming vehicle. In these in­ 
stances, the occupants of the sec­ 
ond vehicle had no way of avoid­ 
ing the accident. 
Col. Waggoner said the safety 
slogan, “ Slow Down and Live” con­ 
tained sound advice that can save 
lives when drivers take it to heart 
and practice its message.

Roland H arrim an is a partnw in the Wall Street 
banking firm of Brown Brothers H arrim an of which 
Senator Bush was also a partner. 
He is a brother 
of Governor AvereU H arrim an of New York. Unlike 
his brother, a Democrat, Roland H arrim an has 
been a stanch Republican, 
He is also the pre­ 
ponderant stockholder in New.swtH‘k m agazine and 
re« *ently helped arrange a .shift in its Washington 
staff so the m agazine would follow a m ore vigorous 
pro-Republican line.

H iis particular failing of the evil 
Nazi chieftain has special signifi­ 
cance for us today, because it is 
aw>arent that m any high civilian 
officials of the present A dm inistra­ 
tion have m ade the sam e m istake. 
(It m ust at once be added that 
in no other respect is there a re­ 
sem blance between the Nazi para­ 
noiac and any Am erican (rfficial.)

“ Panzer 
Leader” , 
General 
Heinz Guderian, the icy profes­ 
sional soldier who developed the 
arm ored force with which G er­ 
m any 
nearly 
achieved 
victory, 
writes that Hitler had accurate re ­ 
ports on the m ilitary strength of 
Russia. 
“ H itler attached as little 


im portance to those reports as he 
did to others concerning the pro­ 
duction capacity of Russian indus­ 
try. . . He succeeded in infecting 
his im m ediate m ilitary entourage 
with his own baseless optim ism . . ” 
G erm an 
tank 
strength 
totaled 
3 , ^ vehicles at the start of the 
Russian cam paign. 
It was known 
the Russian n'im erical superiority 
was huge, but the G erm ans as­ 
sumed the technical superiority of 
their tanks would cancel this nu­ 
m erical deficiency.

rooms to a 
couple Dad knew. Dad did know 
some odd people. In this case the 
husband, a robust fellow in a 10- 
gallon hat, turned out to be a snake 
oil salesm an, and M am a learned 
to her horror he was keeping jars 
of em balm ed rattlesnakes in his 
quarters. The couple moved out 
very soon after that. 
In 
recent 
years 
m y 
sister, 
Dolores, her husband, Don Newton, 
and their two children have shared 
the old home with M ama. But this 
spring they bought a newer house 
out .south and asked M ama to come 
with tliem. 
So, after all her long years of 
quarreling with “ that old barn.” 
she had to m ake up her mind 
whether to stay on in it, rent it. 
or dispose of it. .Mama decided to 
m ake a clean break with the past. 
She put the old hou.se on the m ar­ 
ket. She was startled—perhaps a 
little dism ayed—at tlie speed with 
which it was sold. A young veteran 
bought it. 
Before turning K over to him, 
Mama and I went back to the 
hou.se to cle.an out some boxes of 
boyhood belongings of mine that 
had lain mouldering in the base­ 
m ent for 20 to 30 years. 
M ama, who likes to sit in the

days, rested on a chair while I 
sifted through the boxes, re-living 
my childhood as ' did so.

To keep her from getting res­ 
tive, I let her read some of my 
old love letters, and she settled 
back, contented. M ama always did 
enjoy reading her children’s love 
letters.

R haf 
been reported, and authenticated, 
that Russia employed about 8,000 
tanks in one offensive. That’s mor* 
lank* than we had when all our 
splendid arm ored divisions were at 
their peak strength. And rem em ­ 
ber that Russia must have pro­ 
duced these tanks after the invad­ 
ers had wrecked a considerable 
portion of their industry. 
In spite of the implications of 
that perform ance, it is still fash­ 
ionable to dism iss Russia as an 
incapable industrial prim itive. Mo­ 
tor m agnates from Detroit seem 
to find this concept alm ost irresist­ 
ible. But they’re not the only ones. 
Ex-President Trum an has suggest­ 
ed Russia lacks the “ know4iow” 
to construct a workable .A-bomb.

thesis has apparently won some 
acceptance in ultra - conservative

overestim ation

R ussia’s 
atomic potential “ has led to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s formula for sur- 
render — ‘there is no alternative 
to peace.’ ” But the generally ac­ 
cepted theory here now is that far 
from overestim ating Russian po­ 
tential, the tendency has been all 
in the other direction. 
Even Defense Secretary Wilson 
agrees Russian progress has been 
a rude shock. Instead of develop­ 
ing the purely defensive air force 
he said they were building a year 
ago, it IS now clear to all that 
Russia is well on the way to hav­ 
ing an offensive force with inter­ 
continental range. 
There is no doubt that the in­ 
dustrial potential of the U n i t e d 
Stales far exceeds that of Russia. 
Detroit, for exam ple, could easily 
produce m ore tanks or m ore car* 
and trucks than the Soviet auto­ 
motive industry. 
But the Russian* 
can call their shots, and by re­ 
stricting production of cars, they 
should be able to m ake a fair 
showing on tank production.
